(i) To take stock of on-going technologies being deployed 
and planned by the Department and recommend measures 
for adoption of further sophisticated technologies capable 
of improving reliability of data and, consequently, of fore¬ 
cast on a more area-precise basis and in advance of existing 
time schedules. 

(li) To take stock of the monitoring capacity of seismic 
activity of IMD and recommend introduction of appropriate 
instrumentation, equipment, technology and manpower poli¬ 
cies to accord appropriate thrust to this branch of science 
in IMD. 

(iii) To suggest steps to bring about a closer coordination 
of the Department with other scientific Department* such 
as Department of Space, Electronics, Ocean Development, 
etc., to improve upon its capabilities in weather forecasting 
and seismic monitoring. 

(iv) To recommend various measures to bring about 
R&D culture in the Department more pre-dominantly and 
consequently better linkages with Universities/institutions, 
both in India and abroad, established in the area of research 
in atmospheric sciences and seismic sciences, intmunentation 
and practical applications, 

(v) To recommend measures to bring about commerciali¬ 
sation of MET services in the country at par with international 
developments and to encourage private sector to tako on the 
new business Initiatives which are lying untapped. 

(vi) To work out a plan of dissemination of forecaefe to 
the concerned users in different sectors and spread over the 
vast geographical terrain of the country by making use of 
fastest communication technologies and in a language which 
is easily understood by the users and Is in the nature of 
advisories of direct relevance to their avocations. 

(vii) To recommend various steps bring about closer 
interaction with the field agencies charged with disaster 
management and there Is interactive transfer of forecasts 
with such agencies.- 

(viii) To suggest management structures, manpower deve¬ 
lopment policies and training and retraining need* to meet 
the above objectives. 

(ix) To review the data dissemination policies to sub-serve 
the needs of research, commerce and instrumentation deve¬ 
lopments. 

(x) To suggest other measures which would make the 
services of IMD of optimum relevance to the community, 
research and economy. 

The Review Committee shall submit its Report within 
period of 4 months. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the resolution which shall take 
effect from the date of its publication in the Gazette be com¬ 
municated to all the Ministries/Department* of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and all the State Govts./Union Territories/ 
Union Public Service Commission and the Comptroller &
